This Office has received information within the recent 
past from various wp oh hat | informants throughout the Newark 
territory that the C st Party is making a concentrated effort 
in Kew Jersey to infiltrate the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 


These informants have also advised that the CP has had 
some success in various parts of the stateg in infiltrating local 
chapters of the NAACP, and in some cases has been successful in 
influencing policy within the NAACP to some extent. 


Bureau advice is requested as to whether or not the 
Bureau has undertaken an active investigation of the Cominfil 
of the KAACP as such or if it has reopened the case entitled, 
"Foreicon Inspired Agitation Ameng the American Kegro."* It is 
the opinion of this Office that the de,ree of infiltration by 
tre CP within the NAACP is such that it would be desirable to 
explore this matter further, consistent with the Bureau's 


responsibilities in connection with the Commnist infiltration 
into legitimate organisations. 


Pendin-= advice from the Bureau, no further action in 
this matter is being taken.
